Continuation of 13. Other: The Dahn etal .reference disclsoes the prefered cathode active materails having Li:Mn02 is 0.33:1 to 0.43:1 
incorporates characteristics of X-phase structures or crystalline structures (4:1-5). However this does not mean that 0.22:1 does not exist, 
this only states that the preferred maximum crystal structures are achieved at 0.33-0.4. Fig 1 is the analysis of the samples when heated 
resulting from X-ray diffraction (7:60-67). Fig. 1 illustrates that both lines passes 0.22 at the X-axis meaning that lithium to Mn02 exist as 
0.22:1. Furthermore, the claim language states "about 0.22 moles of lithium" which includes sample C of Table II or 0.19 and 0.28 of Table 
III . 
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
